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From Our “Chief of Staff.” 


Dear Paciric:—While at Crystal lake 
your absent editor noticed a dozen pairs 
of skates hanging on the walls of one of 
the rooms. This was ‘a novel sight, 
such as he had observed nowhere else 
in this state; such as he had not seen 
before in nineteen years. And it re- 
minded him of the yearsof boyhood, and 
of scenes in New England and New 
York, when he was younger and fresher 
than in these sober days of manhood. 
There is not much skating done in Cal- 
ifornia. Few of those now growing 
into men, on these shores, have ever 
put on a pair of skates. The lakes and 
ponds that freeze hard enough for good 
skating are not numerous. There was 
one winter, that of 1853-4, that the 
slough, or Lake Sutter, within the lim- 
its of Sacramento, (close by the place 
where the Central Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany is now building its vast structures) 
was frozen solid, and men and boys 
could slide about or skate for several 
days. Not adozen pairsof skates, how- 

ever, could be procured in all the town. 

Such articles had not before been. in 
demand thera.. That cold snap made 
sad havoc with shrubs and plants unac- 
customed to low temperatures, and it 


- has never been repeated. 


In wanderings through the woods, 
your editor several times came upon the 
beautiful red snow-plant, growing in 
solitary splendor. Not one was dis- 
turbed by him. It is a plant that will 
bear no handling, and will not flourish 
when removed to another position, how- 
ever carefully nursed. Away from its 
native spot, it pines, even more than 
the wild Indian does when placed in 
the midst of civilized society. It seems 
to exist for its own sake, as truly as the 
virgin snow so exists on the mountain 
side, in whose vacated place it springs 
up, in the most violent contrast of color, 
and form, and wondrous beauty. 


South of the Crystal lake, less than a 
quarter of a mile, begins a very roman- 
tic foot-path, which leads one along'the 
margins of three very small lakes or 
ponds, to one that is nearly as large as 
the Crystal lake almost circular in shape, 
and about a quarter of a milein diame- 
ter. This lake is shallower on its bor- 
ders than the Crystal lake, but delivers 
much more water than that does. In| 
it, and in the lesser ones, the leaves of 
the pond lily were floating on the water, 
but the fragrant blossoms had not yet 
made their appearance. It is in still 
water that this plant grows; and here, 
sheltered in the silent woods, it was in 
its own element, growing at its own 
sweet will. In such pure water, in such 
clear air, it must be pleasant to come 
forth and breathe incense to the hea- 
vens, sweeter than that of any perfum- 
ery or cosmetic of the apothecary’s art. 


Half a mile from Crystal lake, toward 
Cisco, rises a rocky peak known as the 
Black butte. It is more than. seven 
thousand feet above the sea. On tost 
sides it is steep and frowning. Your ed- 
itor climbed it one forenoon, on the 
northern side—in order to escape as 
much as possible the heat of the sun. 
It took him more than an hour, includ- 
ing several halts to rest under the shad- 
ow of a cliff. A huge drift‘of snow Was 
lying in a ravine near the summit, from 
Which a little stream trickled down the 
rocks. From this he drank cool draughts 
caught in little basins of granite, or 
running in pipe-stem streams from 
points of moss. It was necessary at 
times, to use “‘all fours,” and do pa- 
tient climbing, but the ascent is not 
perilous to limbs or clothing: Resolu- 
tion and muscle will accomplish it. 


From the top; the view is wide and 
enchanting. The human mind, like 
the eye, loves a wide view, though it be 
not perfectly filled. with objects’ of in- 
terest. Here the filling out is one of 
beauty, of the rugged and sublime type. 
The peaks of the ‘Sié?ras, for many 
miles, varying from eight.to ten thov- 
sand feet in height, are all in full view, 
a8 one looks eastward and southward. 
In the western horizon, apart of the 
reat Sacramento Valley. is. seen, in.its 
Summer dress of Quaker drab.” ‘All 
‘round in the nearer view are’ the rariks 
of the foot-hills, covered with pines and 
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‘other Only one. or two 
small towns can’ be seen... The few that 
ravines where the old ; placer mines lo- 
cated them. After gazing around in 
‘mute rapture for awhile; one down 
on the baré rock and [odks at the nearer 
objects; counts the lakelets below him; 
sees how small are all things he noticed 
an hour or two ago, how shriveled is 
that railway line he thought so grand, 
and thinks how many thousands of years | 
this rocky peak has been battling with 
the elements. One sees that the ele- 
ments are mightier than the mountains, 
‘though both are tireless. The elements 
are tireless in their assaults; the moun- 
tains in their stubborn resistance. But 
these heaps of rubbish, the debris at the 
foot of the mountain peaks, show signs 
of the grand result. » The mountains 
give way and crumble, year by year. In 
‘time they must all comé down, in time 
enouzh—unless people chogse to call 
such immeasurable ‘times eternity, 
which they are not. Seen from this 
height are sonie still extended snow-| 
fields, that wear. very wintry aspeet; 
but the year is an exceptional one, and 
the snow. hugs the ground, as if it had 
no wish to rise.higher on wings of’ ait, 
and sail off in'snowy elouds. over the 
deserts beyond.’ Your ‘editor had to 
slide down the side nearest to the hotel, 
lest he should be late to dinner. | fe. 


Dear Pacuric:—After four days of ru- 
ral quiet and long wanderings, accom- 
panied only by the large dog, that took 
kindly to him and seemed glad to go 
with him, your ‘‘Chief of Staff” left 
Crystal lake, in the morning of July

Like his own truth, the Holy One is 
not seen in any single view. If to ap- 
preciate the city of the Great King, and 
its glory and security in the old time, 
it were necessary to.go round about her 
circling walls, to mark well, her bul- 
warks and to tell the towers thereof, 
how much more needful were a compre- 
hensive survey if we would explore the 
manifold completeness of the Great 
King himself. 

From the beginning God has chosen 
the mountains for the most impressive 
and memoraple exhibitions of His per- 
sonal presence in the strange annals of 
earth. When he comes from his celes- 
tial capital to visit the home of man, 
His feet pause and rest on the mountain 
summits. From Mount Sinai He gave 
the law, on Mount Horeb He showed 
the longing prophet the glory of His 
form, on Mount Tabor the God-man 
disclosed the outshining radiance of the 
Deity enshrined within his flesh, and 
evermore the great heights of earth lift 
our feet and our thoughts nearest to 
God. 

The mountains publish his strength. 
What if we studied His nature and char- 
acter only from earth’s softer scenery? 
What if we heard the Zephyr in its Eo- 
lian minstrelsy, and never “‘ the storm 

wind, 
wind Barockydon?” 

The babble of the meadow brook, and 
never the roar of the torrent and the 
leap of the waterfall, the noiseless snow- 
ing down of Spring blossoms, and never 
the plunge of the avalanche and the 
crash of thunders. What if we saw on- 
ly the meadow violet and never the 
mountain crag, the sunlighted vale and 
never the gloomy dell and the horrid 
chasm, the placid lake and never the 
angry ocean, the harvest plain and 
never the white donned altitudes of 
Swiss Alps and western Sierra? How 
partial were the knowledge we should 
thus gain of the great Creator and the 
reigning sovereign. We might think 
of Him as all gentleness, and when near 
His majesty His tenderness is revealed, 
but His kindlinessishidden. We have 
the loveliness of His artist hand, but 
where is the demonstration of His 
power? 

We need to know that God is strong. 
This may not be to some the most win- 


ning aspect of the Supreme Ruler; they} 


may think it astern and forbidding fea- 
ture, inspiring fear and awe rather than 
trust and tranquility. But if God were 
weak, it would shake the confidence of 
all His creatures, the steadfastness of 
all His works. The voice of worship- 
pers, the song of saints and angels 
would never more be heard hymning 
Him ‘‘ The Lord God Almighty.” And 
it makes all the difference in the world 
whether we look upon his strength with 
the eye of an enemy or of a friend—of 
a rebel or of ason. If He be strong 
against us that indeed isa thought of 
terror; but if He be strong for us, 
then the more we magnify his strength 
the greater is our comfort, peace and 
safety. 

Fresh from the study of-God, amid 
the wonders of that marvelous valley, 
chasmed in our mountain world, let me 
attempt to reproduce for you some of 
the impressions there stamped inefface- 
ably: upon my mind. And this scrip- 
ture which I have repeated to you was 
never out of my thoughts, and my lips 
kept chanting, inwardly and softly, the 
words, ‘‘ Which by his strength, setting 
fast the mountains being girded with 
POWER.”
